SCHOOL REPORT. 


The annual report for the school-year ending July 15, 1916, 
gives 185 pupils, 90 boys and 95 girls, as entered in the eight 
schools maintained throughout the year of 35 weeks. 

The percentage of attendance was 98.89, a better showing 
than in some previous years, but not all that might be desired. 
Could the impossibility of any child whose school work is 
broken and irregular making as good a showing in standing 
in class or in actual knowledge gained as one who is promptly 
and regularly in his place be fully realized by parents and 
pupils alike, we feel sure our attendance record would be 
improved. | 

If parents realized the importance to their children of 
habits of promptness and regularity, and the results of these 
habits as shown in the success of after life, it would seem that 
truant cases would be lessened if not altogether unknown in 
our town. 

According to the financial report, the district received from 
the state $587.94, state aid money. 

- At present all our schools have normal or certificated teach- 
ers, which entitles the district to $14 per week from the 
state as state aid for their employment. 
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An outbuilding similar to the one erected at the “South 
Road” schoolhouse last year was built at the “Hill.” It is to 
be hoped that all our schoolhouses where there is need of 
such a building will soon be supplied. : : 

- The urgent need of a new chimney at the “Chester Road” 


schoolhouse made extensive repairs there necessary, and the © 


building has been put in good condition, having been done 
over inside and much improved in many ways. | 

The work in our schools has been, on the whole, an improve- 
ment over previous years, which should be an encouragement 
to all interested in the welfare of the children for whose bene- 
fit the public schools of our ey were established and are 
maintained. 

The supplementary reading winter was rearranged and 
enlarged, and we now have an instructive and profitable, as 
well as interesting course in history, geography, and litera- 
ture, which gives the pupils the reading of twenty-eight 
books in less than three years, at an age when information is 
most easily acquired and retained in memory. 

The school board wish to thank those parents and citizens 
who have shown a sympathetic interest in their efforts to 
benefit the children and help them to fit themselves to com- 
pete in after life with children of larger places enjoying bet- 
ter educational advantages. Such interest is their chief re- 
ward, since the work must of necessity, be largely gratuitous.
